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John J. Hollister Resigns as Executive Secretary 


Accepts Position with the American Dental Association 


The resignation of Mr. John J. Hollis- 
ter, who has served as Executive Secre- 
tary of the Chicago Dental Society for 
the last thirteen years, was accepted with 
deep regret by the officers and directors 
of the Society at their regular meeting, 
March 23. In officially resigning his 
position Mr. Hollister said : 

“As most of you gentlemen know, the 
American Dental Association has offered 
me the position of its business manager 
and I have decided to accept it subject 
to release by this Board of my contractual 
obligation to the Chicago Dental Society. 
The agreement entered into between us 
does not terminate until June 1, 1944, 
necessitating a release before formally 
accepting the American Dental Associa- 
tion’s offer. 

“Subject to your action in the matter 
of release I desire, therefore, to tender 
my resignation as Executive Secretary of 
the Chicago Dental Society, effective 
April 30, 1943. These are difficult words 
for me to say. For thirteen years I have 
enjoyed my relationship with the Society 
and I sever it with the greatest reluct- 
ance. The offer that the American Den- 
tal Association has made me carried the 
twin appeal of greater opportunity for 
service to dentistry and larger income, 
both actual for the present, and potential 
for the future. They constitute an irre- 
sistible team. 
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“Since 1930 it has been my privilege 
to work in the closest harmony and with 
the fullest support of every administra- 
tion and every Board of Directors. What 
has been accomplished in these years has 
been the result of that support and I 
shall be everlastingly grateful for it. In 
a very real sense the Chicago Dental 
Society has been my training ground in 
dentistry and whatever I may be able to 
accomplish in the American Dental As- 
sociation will be due in large measure to 
the guidance you and your predecessors 
have so generously given me. 

“T fully realize that, following my de- 
parture and until my successor gets his 
feet on the ground, so to speak, a gap 
will have to be bridged and I want you 
to know of my willingness to assist in 
every way possible during that period.” 


TESTIMONIAL DINNER 


The Board of directors immediately 
began plans for a testimonial dinner to 
be tendered Mr. Hollister in recognition 
of the outstanding service which he has 
given to the dental profession in the 
Chicago area. The Board appointed 
itself as a committee of the whole to 
select an appropriate date and to make 
the necessary’ arrangements for this din- 
ner. Plans will be published in the next 
issue of THE ForTNIGHTLY REVIEW. 
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Chicago’s first annual Dental Health 
Week is to be observed April 12-17 by 
proclamation of Mayor Kelly, under 
sponsorship of the Dental Hygiene In- 
stitute of Chicago. Activities will start 
with a luncheon on Monday, April 12, 
at the Hotel Sherman. 

Principal speaker at this luncheon will 
be Dr. Frank C. Cady, Chief Dental 
Surgeon of the United States - Public 
Health Service. Dr. Cady, who is sta- 
tioned at the U. S. Public Health Hos- 
pital at Lexington, Kentucky, is com- 
ing to Chicago specially for this meet- 
ing.

I recently saw a case of cancer of the 
mouth. Three months previously this 
patient, a man of 65, complained to his 
dentist of a sore spot in the region of 
the lower third molar. The patient was 
reluctant to lose the tooth and the den- 
tist treated it by approved methods think- 
ing it was a case of pyorrhea. After sev- 
eral weeks of treatment there was no 
improvement in the condition of the 
tooth and the patient himself suggested 
extraction. This was done, but the 
tooth socket failed to heal and a mass 
of tissue began to grow in the tooth 
socket. This was curetted away but new 
tissue continued to fill the socket. Curett- 
ment was done several times but the 
growth continued to make headway. It 
was seen by a general surgeon who 
thought it was an infection and advised 
operation to remove a sinus which he 
thought existed. There was more delay 
while the patient made up his mind to 
submit to the operation. Another physi- 
cian was consulted who recognized the 
seriousness of the condition and brought 
the patient to Chicago. The picture was 
of a fungating mass which involved the 
alveolar ridge and extended into the 
floor of the mouth, the cheek and back 
into the tonsillar area. There was a 
node of stony hardness, as large as a 
pigeon’s egg, in the submaxillary region. 
X-rays of the jaw showed a defect

Why and What Is the Chicago Cancer 
Committee ?* 
By Dr. Freperick W. Merririe.p, M.D., D.D.S. 


Dr. Merrifield calls attention to the increasing incidence of cancer 
and indicates the important role of the dentist in the early recog- 
nition of cancerous lesions. He outlines the formation of the 
Chicago Cancer Committee whose objective is the cooperation 
and coordination of the activities of all agencies and individuals 
concerned with cancer in this area. The Chicago Dental Society 
is not actively supporting the Committee and Dr. Merrifield 
points out the mutual benefits which would be derived from an 
active association now. April has been designated as Cancer 
Control Month. 


in the bone as large as an olive. Clini- 
cally this was carcinoma and a biopsy 
confirmed the diagnosis of squamous cell 
carcinoma. The patient died about three 
months later. 

In this case the first person to see 
the patient was a dentist. I could give 
many other instances where a dentist 
has had the first opportunity to per- 
form that great service—perhaps it is 
no exaggeration to say the greatest serv- 
ice—that he could render his patient, 
that of recognizing the presence of can- 
cer. 


INCIDENCE INCREASING 


Statistics have shown that 1 woman 
in 7 and 1 man in g over forty die of 
cancer. Morever, cancer is increasing 
and has moved up to second place as 
a cause of death. Dr. J. W. Scheres- 
chewsky of the United States Public 
Health Service has computed that dur- 
ing the period from 1900 to 1920 the 
death rate from cancer in the United 
States increased from 221.2 per 100,000 
population to 311.4 in the age group 
forty years and over. In the general 
population he found the increase to be 
from 63 to 83 per 100,000. There has 
been a good deal of discussion as to 
whether this increase was real or merely 
apparent due to better diagnosis. Dr. 
Schereschewsky after a thorough study 
of the problem concluded that there 
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had been an actual increase of 25 to 30 
per cent in the general incidence of 
cancer. 

Estimates of the prevalence of cancer 
differ but most experts agree that for 
every death from cancer there are three 
to four and one half living cases of 
the disease. Thus the estimated num- 
ber of cases in the United States is be- 
tween 400,000 and 750,000. 

To bring the figures nearer home, 
here are the results of a recent tabula- 
tion for Chicago as published in the 
Chicago Medical Society Bulletin for 
January 16, 1943. In one year there 
were 35,411 deaths in Chicago of which 
5,508 or 12.7 were due to some form 
of cancer. During the same year it was 
estimated that there were 16,524 living 
patients with this disease. Fifty-eight 
hospitals cared for 250,033 patients of 
which 6,782 or 2.7 per cent had cancer. 


DENTIST’S ROLE 


But with the increasing awareness of 
the magnitude of the problem has also 
come increasing realization that cancer 
is curable if diagnosed and_ properly 
treated in its early stages. The dentist 
holds a unique place in regard to can- 
cer control. First of all, he must himself 
be cancer conscious. He must recognize 
the part he plays in cancer prevention 
by eliminating all causes of irritation in 
the mouth such as that caused by a 
broken tooth, a rough surface on a fill- 
ing, or an improperly fitted denture. He 
can preach the fact that cancer is less 
likely to appear in a clean mouth than 
in a septic one. Often the dentist is 
the first to note early manifestations of 
cancer not specifically within his own 
field such as those of the lip, oesophagus 
and skin of the face and hands. He is 
in a position to explain to the patient 
the value of a biopsy which, in the opin- 
ion of pathologists, is entirely without 
tisk in the region of the face, mouth 
and jaw. He can steer the patient away 
from quacks and nostrums and explain, 
if the lesion is found to be malignant, 
that there are only three recognized 
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methods of cure—namely, surgery, x-ray 
and radium. 


DIAGNOSIS 


While the group of intraoral cancers 
are notable for “accessibility, curability, 
and preventability” there are marked 
differences in symptoms and treatment. 
It is probably due to this variability in 
appearance and symptoms that accounts 
for the fact that cancer in the mouth 
so often escapes detection. Many lesions 
begin as a thickening of the epithelium 
which may be leukoplakic or even warty 
in character. Yet, many mouth cancers 
are soft, painful and inflamed suggest- 
ing a simple infection. The location is 
usually in exposed points but may be 
in pockets or fissures, extremely difficult 
to detect. In the floor of the mouth, 
tonsils and pharyngeal wall the usual 
signs of cancer are unreliable so that 
the dentist should view with suspicion 
any persistent chronic swelling or erosion 
in any part of the buccal or nasopharyn- 
geal mucosa. A positive Wasserman may 
lead to much delay where cancer ex- 
ists in a syphilitic patient. Here, as in 
all other cases of mouth cancer, a biopsy 
is indispensable. 

Dr. James Ewing has this to say about 
the responsibility of the dentist in cancer 
control. “If the mortality from intraoral 
cancer is to be markedly reduced, then 
every known cause of cancer of the 
mouth must be recognized and eradi- 
cated, which is mainly a function of den- 
tistry, and every suspicious swelling, 
erosion, wart and sore in the buccal 
pharyngeal mucosa must be regarded as 
an emergency calling for immediate, ex- 
pert and positive diagnosis.” 


CANCER COMMITTEE 


Cancer is not to be thought of as the 
problem of the physician alone—it is 
everybody’s problem. The Chicago Can- 
cer Committee has been organized to 
coordinate all of the work that is being 
done on cancer in the Chicago area. It 
held its initial meeting April 17, 1941, 
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and the need for coordinating the ac- 
tivities of all groups associated with can- 
cer control was held to be imperative and 
the representatives of the twenty-five 
groups which participated in the meet- 
ing agreed that the organization of a 
co-ordinating agency was desirable. One 
of these twenty-five groups was the 
Chicago Dental Society. 

At the meeting a motion was passed 
that the chairman appoint a committee 
to consider the organization of a Chi- 
cago district cancer committee. From 
the recommendations of this committee 
came the formal organization of the 
Chicago Cancer Committee. A certificate 
of incorporation was issued by the Secre- 
tary of State on October 14, 1941. The 
election of officers and directors followed 
shortly thereafter and are as follows:

Who are these people? Dr. Hektoen, 
the chairman, is Executive Director of 
the National Advisory Cancer Council ; 
Dr. Crowell is Associate Director of the 
American College of Surgeons; Dr. 
Peterson is Chairman of the Institute 
of Medicine of Chicago; Dr. Wolfer is 
Chairman of the Cancer Committee, 
Illinois State Medical Society ; Mrs. Ar- 
thur I. Edison is State Commander of 
the Women’s Field Army of the Ameri- 
can Society for the Control of Cancer ; 
Dr. Ropchan is Health Secretary, Coun- 
cil of Social Agencies of Chicago. 


OBJECTIVES 


The objects of the organization as 
stated in the by-laws are as follows: 

“The objects for which the corpora- 
tion is organized are to coincide with 
the objects of the American Society for 
the Control of Cancer and in general 
to promote the work of the American 
Society and other anticancer agencies 
in the Chicago metropolitan area and 


to collect, collate and disseminate in- 
formation concerning the symptoms, 
diagnosis, treatment and prevention of 
cancer ; to investigate the conditions un- 
der which cancer is found and to com- 
pile statistics in regard thereto; to co- 
operate with the Women’s Field Army 
and other anticancer agencies ; to volun- 
tarily cooperate with accredited physi- 
cians in securing adequate diagnosis and 
treatment for indigent cancer patients; 
to assist voluntarily in the establishment, 
development, equipment or maintenance 
of hospitals, clinics, laboratories or 
other facilities for such treatment.” 

Four classes of members were estab- 
lished: (a) life members who pay a 
single fee of $250 or more; (b) sus- 
taining members, who pay dues of $25 
per year; (c) contributing members 
who pay annual dues of $2 and (d) as- 
sociate members who are enlistees in 
the Women’s Field Army. All but the 
latter have voting rights. 

During the first year an ambitious 
program was outlined. It included such 
things as compiling a list of all lay and 
professional organizations now active in 
the cancer field in the Chicago area; 
attempts to secure membership in the 
Chicago Cancer Committee of repre- 
sentatives of these organizations, thus 
avoiding duplication of the work; dis- 
tribution of information about cancer; . 
distribution of aid and the collection 
of material suitable for publicity such 
as posters, lectures, radio addresses and 
motion pictures. 


DENTAL ENDORSEMENT SOUGHT 


It has seemed to me a cause for re- 
gret that the initial interest of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society in this project has 
not been pursued, for among the or- 
ganizations which are listed as having 
given official endorsement to the Chi- 
cago Cancer Committee which has now 
been operating for over a year, the name 
of the Chicago Dental Society does not 
appear. Specifically why should the 
Chicago Dental Society belong to the 
Chicago Cancer Committee and publicly 
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endorse its program? Let us see first 
what the Chicago Dental Society can 
contribute to the Chicago Cancer Com- 
mittee. 


BENEFITS 


1. Financial support should probably 
head the list. The Chicago Cancer Com- 
mittee has an ambitious program which 
must have financial backing and the 
Chicago Dental Society through its 
publication, THE ForTNIGHTLY REviEw, 
has a fine opportunity to interest its 
readers in the cause and secure individual 
contributions. 

2. Support of the program outlined 
by the Chicago Cancer Committee. This 
can take various forms. Again through 
Tue REvIEw it can issue articles released 
by the American Society for the Control 
of Cancer, thus offering another medium 
for distributing information on the sub- 
ject of cancer. It can assist in collecting 
information and material to be used 
by the Committee. It can furnish 
speakers for the speaker’s bureau on the 
subject of mouth cancer. It can offer 
a valuable channel for the distribution 
of the excellent pamphlets designed for 
the lay public by the American Society 
for the Control of Cancer which should 
be among the literature in every den- 
tist’s office. 

3. As the organization primarily re- 
sponsible for mouth health in this area, 
it should be an active member of a com- 
mittee designed to coordinate all anti- 
cancer measures and prevent the over- 
lapping and duplication of efforts. 

What has the Chicago Cancer Com- 
mittee to offer the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety? 

1. By articles which will be available 
to THE FortNicHTLY Review, the proc- 
cess of educating the dentist to be can- 
cer conscious will be furthered. 

2. Lists of cancer clinics where ade- 
quate treatment is available will be fur- 
nished. 

3. Posters and popular pamphlets 
about cancer may be obtained for wait- 
ing rooms. This is primarily the con- 
tribution of the dentist to lay education 
but may indirectly aid the dentist by 
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making his task easier should one of his 
patients develop cancer. 

4. Speakers on the subject of mouth 
cancer may be obtained for dental meet- 
ings. 

ASK IMMEDIATE ACTION 

The question may be raised as to 
whether or not the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety should wait for normal times before 
increasing its responsibilities in this re- 
gard. The answer seems to the writer, 
emphatically, no. The gains’ made in 
the control of cancer must not be lost. 
When so many physicians and dentists 
are serving with the armed forces, an 
added responsibility is placed upon those 
at home to guard the health of the na- 
tion on the home front. It seems to me 
that the Chicago Cancer Committee is 
a valuable coordinating agency for that 
purpose. Dr. Thomas Parran, Surgeon- 
General of the United States Public 
Health Service, has written the Ameri- 
can Society for the Control of Cancer 
urging “that no smallest gain along the 
public health front be lost” and point- 
ing out that “total war demands that 
every man and woman do more, not 
less.” The President in a proclamation 
released April 8, 1942, described cancer 
as “a costly drain upon national strength 
and morale” and set aside April as 
Cancer Control Month. 

May I urge that the Chicago Dental 
Society celebrate Cancer Control Month 
this April by. becoming a member of 
the Chicago Cancer Committee and en- 
rolling under the slogan of the Ameri- 
can Society for the Control of Cancer— 
Cooperation, Courage, Victory and 
Knowledge.

CIVIL SERVICE POSTS OPEN 


The State of Illinois Civil Service 
Commission is accepting applications for 
positions as dentists in various state in- 
stitutions. These positions carry the 
responsibility for the regular examina- 
tion, treatment, and complete dental 
care of all patients in an _ institution. 
The requirements for the work, accord- 
ing to the Civil Service Commission, is 
extensive knowledge of the principles 
and practices of preventive and correc- 
tive dentistry and oral surgery, and skill 
in their application to large numbers of 
patients.

FURTHER REDUCTION IN 
HYPODERMIC NEEDLES 


The National Bureau of Standards 
has announced a current revision in den- 
tal hypodermic needles. The revision was 
made at the request of the Health Sup- 
plies Branch of the War Production 
Board as a part of the general program 
of simplification of health supplies and 
equipment to enable the industry to co- 
operate more effectively in the war effort. 
The change will eliminate 6 lengths of all 
types of 25-gauge, the one 26-gauge 
length, and all of the 23-gauge needles 
listed in the recommendation as _ pub- 
lished in 1941. This represents a reduc- 
tion in needles from 3 gauges to 1, the 
25-gauge, and from 22 lengths to 8 for 
all types of these needles.

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EDITORIAL 


MORE DENTAL HEALTH EDUCATION NECESSARY 


Only one-third of our national population seeks dental service in the course of a 
year according to reliable surveys. In other words, over 70,000,000 adults go twelve 
months without visiting the dentist even though the great majority of them would 
benefit from remedial treatment. Is the reason primarily an economic one? Un- 
doubtedly it is for a large segment of this group, but certainly the majority of the 
70,000,000 could provide for themselves the necessary treatment if they had the 
desire for it. 


The dental bill for the nation in 1941 was approximately $500,000,000 as deter- 
mined by the survey of dental income recently conducted by the Committee on 
Economics of the American Dental Association.' This amount equals the previous 
high annual expenditure for dental service which was reached in 1929. In 1933 the 
national expenditure for dentistry fell to $294,000,000, rose to $400,000,000 in 1937 
and finally has recovered to the 1929 level. This wide fluctuation in the purchase 
of dentistry follows the spending pattern for luxury items, but, if the public con- 
siders dentistry a luxury, then dentistry comes out second to a number of other 
items. The public is estimated to have spent in 1941 the following sums on the 
luxuries listed : 


eee ee 4 billion dollars Jewelry ........... 500 million dollars 
Automobiles ......... 33 billion dollars Cosmetics .......... 500 million dollars 
2 billion dollars Flowers ............ 153 million dollars 
Confections ........ 600 million dollars Chewing gum ...... 100 million dollars 


Advertising of the above items cost 160 million dollars. The sum spent for these 
luxuries totals eleven billion dollars or twenty-two times the amount spent for den- 
tistry. Dentistry, a health service, is not a luxury, for healthful living is a necessity. 


We believe that if free dental service were made available to everyone there would 
be an immediate rush for dental appointments, but that if those who sought ap- 
pointments were surveyed, it would be found that the majority were those who pre- 
viously had obtained dental care with some regularity. Many still would avoid the 
dentist because of ignorance, inertia or fear. Our contention is supported by stories 
heard from military camps. In the armed forces where excellent dental care is 
available at no fee to the individual there are those who avoid treatment or accept 
it only because they are under orders. 


There is some evidence available which indicates that indigent children who have 
been on a supervised dental health program have better dental conditions than do 
children of similar ages from higher economic brackets whose parents could provide 
dental care but who have failed. 


Motivation to secure dental health is necessary and must be stimulated by educa- 
tional means. Dental Health Week sponsored by the Dental Hygiene Institute of 
Chicago and described elsewhere in this issue is a means toward establishing public 
desire for better oral conditions. We wish it well. But it is only one means in one 
community. There must be more and varied ventures and they must be frequent. 
For the public welfare, dentistry must tell its story repeatedly, attractively, em- 
phatically—Robert G. Kesel.

We appreciate your writing us about 
the Sunkist radio program. Please know 
your criticism of the particular episode 
dealing with the visit to the dentist made 
by John and Dinky Duncan is a subject 
of important concern to us. 

It was certainly not our intention to 
depreciate the ability of the dental pro- 
fession in any way. It is true that while 
John and his son were waiting to see the 
dentist they were upset by a cry of pain 
from the dentist’s office. We realize now 
that this was an unfortunate inclusion in 
the story. 

However, you will recall that the 
moral of the entire script did point to 
the penalty of trying home remedies 
rather than visiting the dentist. John’s 
attempt was quite disastrous, and this 
was emphasized in his speech to Dinky 
when they were entering the dentist’s 
building in which he said, “When little 
boys get their teeth knocked loose, their 
fathers are supposed to take them to the 
dentist.” 

Despite this, the fact remains that to 
you the program was objectionable. We 
are profoundly sorry for this. At the 
same time we appreciate receiving your 
letter because you may be sure it has 
made us doubly alert to avoid any pos- 
sible repetition of such an impression in 
the future.
